Identification System” contains Ahura tech- 
nology with the ability to “look” through bot- 
tles and plastic bags without the need to open 
them.

In 2004, she received her 
Master's degree from the 
Simmons College Graduate 
School of Library and 
Information Science. 

A life-long library patron and 
advocate herself, she brings a 
sense of fun and enthusiasm to 
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the Wilmington libra 
established Teen Zone. 

“There's so much stuff that 
we can offer teens,” Danner 
said. “It's very interesting to 
see what's here and what cir- 
culates. Since I started, I've 
been working on collection 
development; weeding out the 
titles that don't circulate much 
at all and researching new 
authors and titles to bring into 
the collection. There are new 
books constantly available.” 

In addition to the on-going 
teen events already in place at 
the library, Brandy is looking 
forward to developing events of 
her own. Among her plans are 
a college admissions workshop 
run by a former admissions 
counselor for Brown University 
and a fun lecture/demonstra- 
tion by mentalist, Rory Raven. 
Brandy is also considering 
starting a party game night 
where kids can play favorites 
like Pictionary 
even Trivial Pursuit 

“My goal is to have them want 
to come to the library because 
there is cool stuff to read and 
to do here,” Danner said. “It's 
not all about school and writing 
papers. Whatever we do, I like 
to bring it back to the collec- 
tion. Playing the word and 
trivia games gives the kids a 
chance to have fun, to learn 
and to use the reference skills.” 

Brandy is also planning to 
increase the graphic novel col 
lection at the library. 

“There is a_ timelessness 
about them,” she explains. 
“Some popular teen literature 
like 'The Baby Sitters Club’ 
series and the ‘Nancy 
Drew/Hardy Boys' mystery 
series are being published in 
graphic form. There is some 
anecdotal evidence that a kid 
who will read a graphic-novel 
will become interested enough 
to pursue more traditional 
reading materials. Even if that

According to Ahura Corporation literature, 
“The FirstDefender was developed in collabo- 
ration with industry leaders in the military 
and first responder community and is 
designed for use by soldiers, fire fighters, law 
enforcement and homeland security person- 
nel.” 

The devise is placed up against the outside of 
a clear container and, through the use of laser 
technology, it reads chemical “signatures” 
and is able to report on the contents in rough- 
ly 20 seconds. 

During Tuesday's demonstration, Kahn held 
up a bottle that appeared to contain mouth 
wash. The FirstDefender, however, detected 
the presence of acetone within the bottle, a 
dangerous compound that should not be 
allowed on airplanes. 

Congressman John Tierney (D-Salem), a 
member of the Permanent Select Committge 
on Intelligence of the U.S. House of 
Representatives attended Ahura 
Corporation's demonstration was 
impressed with the results 

“We've been trying to prod the research and 
development in the Department of Defense in 
Homeland Security to actually start moving in 
this direction,”"Tierney said. We would have 
hoped that it would have been there long 
before the need arose, long before we had an

One of my earliest memo 
ries of going out into the 
world was stopping at the 
post office in the 1940 Chevy 
with my mother and grand 


parents. I would go in and ask 
for the mail for Norton, 
Neilson and Cates. The 
Nortons were our grandpar 
and the Cateses were 
our next-door neighbors. 
Either Mrs. Gallagher or 
Miss Babine would pass the 
mail out through the window 
Annie Gallagher. retired in 
1956, and my father became 
postmaster.

Cavagnaro recommends cus- 
tomers keep their light bulbs 
clean and use task lighting. 
“Dust can cut light output by as 
much as 25%. We should: all 
concentrate the light where it is 
needed and reduce the back- 
ground light levels.” 

RMLD reminds its customers 
to turn off lights when not in 
use. One 100-watt bulb left on 
all night costs about $25 over 12 
months.

Tax exemptions and 
financial aid 


Attn: Veterans, 

Governor Mitt Romney signed 
legislation that provides dis- 
abled Massachusetts veterans 
with extensive tax exemptions 
as well as financial relief for 
the families of servicemen and 
women killed or missing in 
action. 

The bill also allows local com- 
munities to suspend without 
interest local real estate taxes 
of active duty National 
Guardsmen and reservists until 
180 days after they return 
home. 

Current property tax exemp- 
tions that range, depending on 


the extent of the disability, 
from $250 to $950 per year for 
veterans will be increased to 
between $400 and $1,500. 

Surviving spouses of veterans 
killed or missing in action since 
9/11 will receive full property 
tax exemptions for five years. A 
$2,500 annual exemption will be 
granted after five years.

It's experiences like this that 
make memories.

The Status of New England Transrail 
An Op-ed piece by Representative James Miceli 


I would like to take this oppor-. 
tunity to update the residents of 
Wilmington on the status of 
New England Transrail's appli- 
cation for exemption with the 
Surface Transportation Board. 

When I first began this battle 
to stop Transrail from exploit- 
ing the residents of Wilmington 
with this environmental night- 
mare, our allies were few. I 
joined with the Town of 
Wilmington to begin this 
process. Commissioner Robert 
Golledge (Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protection), Alice Moore from 
Attorney General Riley's office, 
the National Solid Wastes 
Management Association, and 
the Wilmington/Woburn 
Collaborative worked together 
to fight this proposal. I also 
contacted Governor Romney 
and my old friend Andrew 
Card, White House Chief of 
Staff. 


I sponsored meetings and 
invited the Wilmington and 
Woburn legislative delegations, 
local officials from 
Wilmington, Commissioner 
Golledge (Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protection), Alice Moore from 
Attorney General Riley's office, 
the National Solid Wastes 
Management Association, and 
representatives from the 
Wilmington/Woburn 
Collaborative. In our filings, we 
argued that New’ England 
Transrail substantially 
changed their application 
therefore the petition should be 
dismissed. The Surface 
Transportation Board agreed 
with us and issued a decision 
May 3, 2005 to dismiss the peti- 
tion without prejudice. 

We knew that New England 
Transrail would be back to 
refile.

Legislators circulated a letter amid 
reports of veterans being denied tuition 
and fee waivers at local colleges. Over 66 
legislators to date have signed on to the let-

“It would be shameful if we did not fulfill 
the commitment we made to our brave 
men and women in the military,” said 
Murphy a Captain in the United States 
Marine Corps.

Mass. Disaster Aid 


Surpasses $50 million for May floods 


ANDOVER - As registration for 
disaster assistance closed last 
week, state and federal assis- 
tance to Massachusetts residents 
and communities has surpassed 
$52.9 million in response to the 
mid-May floods. In total, nearly 
11,000 households applied for 
assistance after President Bush 
approved a federal disaster dec- 
laration on May 25, 2006. 

The U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security's Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) approved more than 
$16.3 million to cover rental assis- 
tance, temporary lodging and 
grants for home repairs not cov- 
ered by insurance (Essex - $10.55 
million; Middlesex - $4.85 million; 
and Suffolk - $919,154) In addi- 
tion, $1.7 million was approved 
for personal property loss, med- 
ical or dental costs and other sig- 
nificant disaster-related expens- 


es. 

The U.S. Small Business 
Administration (SBA) has 
approved low-interest disaster 
loans totaling more than $31.2 
million for homeowners, business 
owners and renters. The regis- 
tration period for an SBA loan 
has likewise ended and its' four 
Loan Assistance Centers that had 
been operating in the region 
closed on August 10. 

FEMA's Public Assistance 
(PA) program provides funding 
reimbursement for eligible costs 
incurred for emergency response 
or damage to public infrastruc- 
ture.

Who could steal a bike 
from a child?

WILMINGTON - In May, 
Colleen Good, 11, received a 
birthday present that was 
every young girl's dream, a 
brand new pink and white 
bicycle. To make this present 
even better, it was adorned 
with gifts from her father, 
who is an avid biker. 
Unfortunately, Colleen only 
had a few months to enjoy her 
new bike. On the Fourth of 
July weekend it was stolen 
out of her yard, never to be 
seen again. 

“We are not sure which day 
it was stolen,” said Theresa 


Good, Colleen's mother. “She 
went to get it and it was not 
there. They had to come into 
our yard and go under the 
addition to get it. It was not 
out in the open.” 

The Good's bad luck with 
bicycles started a few years 
ago when they had another 
bicycle stolen, That first one, 
admittedly, had been left out 
in the open, but the family fol- 
lowed that tough lesson with 
more stringent precautions, 

According to Theresa, other 
bikes have recently been 
stolen from their neighbor- 
hood, which is located near 
Town Hall. The neighborhood 
is frequently used as a cut- 
through by teenagers going to 
hang out in the woods behind 
Town Hall. 

The Wilmington Police 
Detective Bureau offers some 
simple tips for hopefully get- 
ting a stolen bike retrieved. 

Make sure the bikes have an 
identifying mark, so if it gets 
turned in, or if an officer

finds it, the owner can easily 
and positively identify it. 

Report the bicycle missing 
as soon as you discover that it 
is missing. Victims can call 
or come down to the police 
station and fill out a report 

Advise your child to always 
use a lock when leaving their 
bicycle unattended and to 
always lock it up in a conspic- 
uous place. 

There is by no means an epi- 
demic of bicycle thefts in 
Wilmington, but Wilmington 
Police have received a num- 
ber of reports in the areas 
surrounding Town Hall. 

For now, Colleen will have to 
wait a while before getting a 
new bike. 

“I'm not made of money and 
we can not replace it right 
away,” Theresa said. “She is 
going to have to save up for a 
new one. The biggest ques- 
tion is that if another kid 
brought home a brand bike, 
wouldn't their parents 
notice?”

Damaged “signs 
advertising the Outback 
Steakhouse and Olive Garden 
stood as sentries over debris- 
filled vacant parking lots. 

Our lodging was provided by 
the First United Methodist 
Church of Biloxi, that stands 
in the shadows of the 18-story 
Beau Rivage Hotel and Casino 
Complex that sits right on the 
beach. Coincidentally, the 
presence of the mammoth 
hotel and an adjacent 10-story 
building probably saved the 
Church from complete 
destruction during the storm. 
Despite a 25 foot tidal surge, 
major flooding, and signifi- 
cant damage to the roof and 
windows the Church remained 
structurally intact. 
Correspondingly, the Beau 
Rivage is yet to re-open and 
the 10-story building next door 
is abandoned and the bottom 
two floors are non-existent. 
=The 14 men in the group set- 
Hed into the “Bridal Suite” on 
te second floor at the rear of 
the Church. Fourteen 4inch 
Tqam rubber pads lying on the 
floor served as our beds for 
fhe week. At least we had 
been told to bring sheets or 
Sleeping bags. The water 
Soaked dangling ceiling tiles 
and chipped paint along the 
Stairs did not make for a 
pleasant atmosphere but we 
knew ahead of time that it was 
hot going to be the Hilton. 
The women on the other hand 
were provided a bed frame 
and ‘mattress in a downstairs 
room...a room frequented by a 
nightly guest possessing a 
squeaky voice and long thin 
Monday morning, Disaster 
Relief Coordinator Ray 
Marshall spoke to our group 
and a Methodist Youth 
Mission Group from Troy, 

io who was sharing the 
facility with us. Ray told us a 
story about a little boy who 
saw thousands of starfish 
washed up on the beach. As he 
started to throw some of them 
back into the ocean a man 
asked him why he was bother- 
ing to throw them back 
because there were so many 
stranded on the beach. The lit- 
tle boy replied that at least the 
ones he threw back into the 
water would have the chance 
to live. That probably set the 
focus for the week. Ray told us 
that it was going to be HOT, 
and it was! He said it was 
going to be stiflingly humid, 
and it was! And he told us to 
drink lots of water and use 
plenty of sunscreen, and we 
did! And then he asked us 
who our cooks were. 

Although we had been 
briefed ahead of time about 
the cooking arrangements it 
caught us off-guard that every 


relief 


meal from Monday afternoon 
for the rest of the week was 
our own responsibility. Few 
people are used to providing 
three meals a day for 50 peo- 
ple. We worked it out however, 
making several trips to the 
Walmart Super Store for sand- 
wich meat, eggs, bacon, and 
hamburger during the course 
of the week. 

Monday brought us three 
projects including installatioh 
of cabinets, sheet rock, and 
trim in one house; insulation, 
siding, and lattice work at a 
second house; and painting of 
doors and woodwork at the 
church. At the home of Mary 


Jones, although the sheetrock, 
painting, trim and cabinet 
work went as planned the 
removal of an old freezer from 
the house became a particu- 
larly unpleasant task. Keep in 
mind that the appliance had 
sat untouched and not func- 
tioning for almost a year. The 
stench of rotted food and the 
appearance of a swarm of 
cockroaches made for some 
good dinnertime talk. The 
other house project also ran 
into several roadblocks. 

Ann Humphrey is an “older” 
woman who lived in an 80 
year-old “shotgun house” in 
an industrial section of Biloxi 


about a mile from the beach. 
A very devout Southern 
Baptist, she lost all of her 
worldly possessions with the 
exception of two family pic- 
tures that hung on a wall of 
her flooded house. She spent 
the hurricane in the attic of 
her niece's house a mile away. 
As the water level rose to the 
ceiling of that house she 
passed out and fell into a heat 
related coma. The water level 
in her own neighborhood 
probably reached about seven 
to eight feet high and her 
house was completely ruined. 
Without any insurance, the

._ Debbie Smith took over as

as vice-president. She has 
already implemented three 
changes to the program. This 
year, both football and cheer- 
leading practices will be held 
at the Glen Road fields behind 
‘Town Hall. 

Smith also brought back the 
“Ad-Book,” which she says was

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discontinued around 1998. The 
“Ad-Book” is a program-type 
packet, with rosters, directions, 
notes, and advertisements from 
local businesses. 

The third change Smith has 
made in her early tenure is the 
resurrection of the league web- 
site, www.wilmingtonpopwarn- 
er.com. The website is the eas- 
iest place to get messages 
across, Smith said, because you 
don’t have to worry about indi- 
vidually going up to the 200+ 
families that attend practice. 

Smith is only a piece of the 
changing guard that is taking 
place in Wilmington Pop 
Warner. 

“We have a newer board and a 
much more energetic board,” 
Smith said. “Before this year 
it was a lot of older people who 
had been around a long time.” 

This year Wilmington will be 
playing host to the Third 
Middlesex League 
Cheerleading competition. 
Smith estimates that over 
10,000 people will descend on 
Wilmington High School for the 
event. 

Pop Warner isn’t just a foot- 
ball league. Cheerleading is 
also a big part of the organiza- 
tion, and Wilmington is no 
exception. However, Smith 
says that the success of the 
cheerleading program does 
have some drawbacks. 

“Our cheerleading program 
has been extremely success- 
ful,” Smith said. “We’ve had 
two national championships in 
the past two years. I think peo- 
ple are intimidated and are 
afraid that their kids are being 
taught by people without the 
proper training, which far from 
the truth. Every coach is cer- 
tified.” 

Being a part of either the foot- 
ball or cheerleading programs 
takes a lot of dedication for 


youngsters and parents alike. 
Practices began on August 1, 
and the season will last until at 
least Thanksgiving. 

The Pop Warner program 
couldn't run without the help of 
volunteers. Smith says that it 
can get a little hectic, but that 
Wilmington’s volunteers always 
come through. 

“Wilmington’s a football 
town,” she said. “It’s a big 
commitment. We have a lot of 
great volunteers. They’re 
down here four nights a week 
and it can get a little crazy.” 

Wilmington Pop Warner has 
traditionally acted as a feeder 
system for Wilmington High. 
Many players who suited up for 
Bob Almeida’s high school 
squad grew up playing Pop 
Warner. Last week Wilmington 
High coaches came down to 
give pointers and run some 
offenses with the various 
teams. This was done, Smith 
said, so when kids reach high 
school they aren’t confused 
with a whole new offensive sys- 
tem they'll have to learn. 

Pop Warner has restrictions 
on who can and can't compete 
in the league. Not just any kid 
off the street can come by, pick 
up a uniform, and suit up. 

“We need physicals and regis- 
tration forms,” Smith said.

the fastest growing youth 
sports organization in 
America,” he said. “Every 
youth sport has a place within 
their format. And in the near 
time frame, many programs 
will be adopting an open weight 
program similar to ours.” 

Many of Tewksbury’s neigh- 
bors, including Wilmington and 
Billerica, are a part of Pop 
Warner. Tewksbury was invit- 
ed to join Pop Warner 15 years 
ago, but doing so would have 
required about 40 players to 
due Pop Warner's weight limits. 

Tewksbury Youth Football has 
three divisions: — Junior, 
Intermediate, and Senior.

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continue to make changes that 
align us to the AYF,” Ferrelli 
said. “In the next five years, I 
would not be surprised if we 
had a combination of teams in 
both the National and Open 
Weight Division of the AYF.” 

Some local sports organiza- 
tions have been in the news 
within the last year, but for all 
the wrong reasons.

The 
president of Billerica Pop 
Warner pled guilty to embezzle- 
ment charges. Ferrelli said 
keeping track of every expense 
is the key to staying out of trou:

“A budget is prepared each 
year for the Board of Directors 
input and approval,” he said. 
“No equipment is purchased 
without a written purchase 
order that is reported to the 
Board at each meeting 

“Cash transactions are limit- 
ed to under $100. We have 
maintained a policy for nearly 
20 years that the maximum 
expenditure that is allowed to 
be made by the President 
and/or the Purchasing Director 
is $250 for any one item as long 
as that item is within the guide- 
lines of the approved budget 
and does not exceed the limits 
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of the approved budget.” 

The 2006 season will begin 
with 288 players taking to grid- 
iron, with 252 cheerleaders on 
the sidelines rooting them on 
Ferrelli said next year the age 
determination date will be 
changed so that more kids can 
participate in the Junior 
Division. 

Ferrelli expects another suc. 
cessful year, despite all the 
changes. He gives all the cred- 
it in the world to the volunteers 
that help keep the league run- 
ning smooth. However, he says 
that more help is always appre 
ciated. 

“The Tewksbury Youth 
Football and Cheerleading has 
some very strong numbers and 
support from the community, 
parents and coaches,” he said. 
“Our Directors volunteer many 
hours to provide services to our 
participants and guests during 
our practices and games and in 
support of the organization 
They are great. What we look 
forward to and are in need of 
are a few more parents to step 
forward and join the board.”

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Sitar taking

Mike Sitar sure has a lot of 
responsibilities in the town of 
Tewksbury. 

Sitar was recently elected to 
the School Committee. He is 
beginning his senior year at 
Emerson College in a few 
weeks. He is also the head 
coach for the Wamesit in the 
Tewksbury Youth Football 
League’s Junior Division. The 
Wamesit happen to be two-time 
defending Super Bowl champs. 

This is Sitar’s third year as 
head coach of the Wamesit, and 
eighth year overall.

Oliver Stone's "JFK" 
turned the talented director 
into America's most famous 
conspiracy theorist, a reputa- 
tion that raised some red 
flags when he announced he 
would direct "World Trade 
Center." 

But "World Trade Center" 
is no "JFK." No character 
openly questions whether the 
American government under- 
took the attacks, that no 
plane hit the Pentagon or 
that the World Trade Center 
buildings collapsed so quick- 
ly because they were wired 
with explosives. 

"World Trade Center" also 
isn’t another "Fahrenheit 
9/11," either. This is one of 
the few times in his career 
Stone avoids politics. Al 
Qeada is never mentioned. 
The two main characters, 
New York Transit Authority 
police officers McLoughlin 
(Nicolas Cage) and Will 
Jimeno (Michael Pefa), 
don't realize that terrorists 
attacked America. 

If they do, they never talk 
about it. They have some- 
thing more important to 
worry about: staying alive.

"World Trade Center" is 
about heroism and about how 
the worst circumstances can 
bring out the best in people. 

McLoughlin and Jimeno, 
real New York City residents, 
were among-the police offi- 
cers, fire fighters and para 
medics who were in the 
World Trade Center when the 
twin towers collapsed. Two 
other members of their team 
were killed instantly. The 
final man, Dominick Pezzula 
(Jay Hernandez), survived 
the collapse of the first tower, 
but not the second 

"World Trade Center" is 
the second major film about 
the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, 
following Paul Greengrass’ 
"United 93" by three months. 
"United 93" is the more com: 
pelling film, largely because 
it unfolds in real time, but 
"World Trade Center" is a 
worthy remembrance. Each 
film views the Sept. 11 
tragedy through people 
pulled into the events as they 
happen, but they show the 
day from different angles 
"United 93" was about what 
happened in the air, while 
"World Trade Center" is 
about what happened on, and 
under, the ground. 

After the World Trade 


Center buildings implode, 
McLoughlin and Jimeno are 
immobilized and buried in 
rubble. Cage and Pefia 
deserve high praise for 
revealing so much about 
their characters with only 
their heads and shoulders 
visible. 

Stone concentrates on how 
these men drive each other 
to survive, while their wives 
(Bello and Maggie 
Gyllehnhaal) fear they are 
no longer alive. A striking 
thing. about McLoughlin and 
Jimeno's story is what they 
talk about during the 23 
hours before their rescue 
And what they do not 

They talk about their chil- 
dren. They talk about how 
much they love their wives. 
They talk about how much 
they love their job. They talk 
about their religious faith. 
They do not talk about the 
meaning of life. They do not 
talk about why anyone would 
fly planes into the twin tow- 
ers or how the building col- 
lapsed so quickly. 

Another prominent char- 
acter is Dave Karnes 
(Michael Shannon) a former 
Marine who watches the ter- 
rorist attacks on television 
and immediately heads to

Ferrell reteams with 
director Adam McKay 
("Anchorman: The Legend of 
Ron Burgundy") for another 
trashy comedy. While the sto- 
ryline is formulaic, the 
writer-performer is at his 
best, opposite talented co- 
stars like John C. Reilly, 
Sacha Baron Cohen, Michael 
Clarke Duncan and Amy 
Adams. 

It's a fun, irreverent day 
at the races. The film zips 
through an array of pop cul- 
ture reference points and 
mocks the commercialism of 
motorsports.

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Getting back into the swing 


Three words have been 
known to elicit very different 
responses in households across 
the country over the years 
depending upon the audience 
back to school.

DEFINING A BULLY 

Bullying occurs when an 
individual repeatedly picks on 
andther individual.

With today’s 
electronic age, bullying doesn’t 
even have to be face-to-face. 


Bullying to 5-8 


* The best laid plans 
Even the most detail-oriented 
parent can have plans go awry 
For parents of children who 
are new to a school or new to 
school entirely, make stre to 
learn bus schedules-er what 
traffic is like if you're going to 
be driving your child to school 
every day. Getting off on the 
right foot, particularly if your 
child will be attending a new 
school, is a good first step, so 
establishing a morning routine 
beforehand is important. Also, 
at least for the first day when 
things can be a little too hectic, 
have your child prepare an out 
fit the night before. Choosing 
what to wear on the first day of 
school can be a long and 
drawn-out process for some 
kids, meaning it’s better off 
done the night before than the 
morning of the first day 

* Speak about a new school 
Many children have anxiety 
about the first day of school 
That's especially true of chil 
dren who are starting in a new 
school. In such scenarios, par 
ents should talk to their kids 
beforehand, asking them what 
they’re excited about and what 
they might be anxious about. In 
the days leading up to the first 
day of school, talk to children 
and let them know what they 
have to'look forward to at their 
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new school. Focusing on the 
positives as opposed to any 
negatives will likely make kids 
excited to go to school and 
should make the first day go a 
lot more smoothly. 

* Give them some work to 
do. Getting kids to do home- 
work can be one of the more 
difficult back-to-school adjust 
ments to make. Throughout 
summer, children grow accus: 
tomed to spending most of 
their time at home pursuing 
leisure, like watching televi 
sion, playing in the yard or sit 
ting by the pool. Since during 
the first month of school the 
weather hasn't changed dra 


matically, children can find it 
hard to give up such leisure 
time to do homework instead. 
To combat this problem and 
make sure your kids start off 
strong this school year, give 
them some work before school 
starts, such as reading a book 
or even something like writing 
a journal.

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Bees pose danger to 
local letter carriers 


The dog days of summer 
have arrived and Richard J 
Tansey, officer-in-charge of 
the local post office, is 
reminding area residents that 
many letter carriers can face 
a winged danger. 

Bees and was 
pain and suffering in local 
postal employees and for 
those who are allergic to bee 
venom, the sting can prove 
fatal. It's these dangers that 
prompted Tansey to urge 
local residents to watch for 
and remove any bee nests 
that are located near mail- 
boxes or homes. 

Depending on the type of 
bee, it is possible that more 
than one sting can be inflict- 
ed by just one insect, making 
a swarm of bees even more 
dangerous. 

Tansey added, “Our letter 
carriers want to provide the 
best service possible to our 
customers. At the same time, 
they should not be subject to 
situations that endanger 
them. That is why we ask 
customers to restrain their 
dogs during mail delivery 
times and why I am now 
reminding residents that bees 
also present a danger.” 

The local postal official is 
asking local residents to pre 
vent bees and wasps from set 
tling in near mailboxes and 
locals should be especially 


vigilant if there are flowers 
located in the general vicinity 
of the mail receptacle. 

If a large number of bees 
or wasps are seen in a partic- 
ular area on a regular basis, 
it's likely that there's a nest 
nearby. 

Tansey is urging local resi- 
dents te use caution when 
dealing with bees and wasps 
and he also noted that area 
letter carriers would be “most 
appreciative” if any hazards 
are promptly removed to 
reduce the threat of a sting.

EARLY BEGINNINGS 

While many equate bullying 
to schoolyard antics, there is 
reason to be concerned that 
this behavior may initiate earli 
er on in an individual's life. 

Early childhood center 
workers in New Zealand, who 
participated in a national con 
ference, reported having sever: 
al problem children with 
aggressive behavior in their 
centers. Most of the staff also 
stated that they had not been 
properly trained on how to 
effectively handle this aggres- 
siveness. 

Teachers said that toddlers 
repeatedly used standover tac 
tics and resorted to punching 
and biting others to get their 
way. Some hit, pushed, 
punched, yelled, screamed, and

threw temper tantrums. Others 
showed little respect for other 
children or adults. What's 
more, the children also knew 
how to slyly engage in this 
behavior when the teacher 
wasn’t watching 

There is concern that this 
type of behavior needs to be 
curtailed at this impressionable 
age when real behavior modifi- 
cation is possible. If left 
unchecked, children can carry 
on bullying throughout life, as 
many in fact do. Teachers feel 
that parents should work 
together with the school staff to 
recognize inappropriate behav- 
ior and instill lessons early on. 


NOT JUST A BOY'S CLUB 

While it may be easy to cat- 
egorize boys as the main 
offenders in bullying, girls are 
equally represented. Just look 
at the way the bully stereotype 
has transformed through Holly. 
wood movies. While it was once 
the deviant boy causing all of 
the trouble (think Scott Farkus, 
Ralphie’s nemesis in “A Christ- 
mas Story), now girls areyget- 
ting equal airtime in movies 
such ‘as “Mean Girls,” 
“Heathers,” “Cruel Intentions,” 
etc, 

Boys are more likely to 
engage in a physical type of 
bullying, while girls are 
experts at the emotional and 
psychological type. They often 
employ relational aggression, 
meaning they use their rela- 
tionship as a weapon to get 
what they want. For example, 
“Do this or I won't be your 
friend anymore.” 

In other cases, girls use 
rumors and innuendo to ruin 
the lives of other classmates. 
This is especially effective 
through e-mail or other elec- 
tronic methods because of 
mass reach. Some girls who 
are on the receiving end of bul- 
lying say rumors are often- 
times more hurtful than physi- 
cal abuse.

MAKING CHANGES 

Bullying is wrong, but not+sp 
easily overcome, First and fore- 
most, many students who are 
being bullied do not report the 
incidents for fear of further 
retaliation. A study of Toronto 
schools found that a bullying 
act occurred every seven sec- 
onds while teachers were 
aware of only four percent of 
the incidents. Close to 40 per- 
cent of victims said they had 
not talked to their parents 
about the problem. 

What is. agreed upon is that 
bringing the topic of bullying to 
a conversational forum goes a 
iong way in educating students 
that this type of behavior is 
offensive and wrong. It also 
gives those who have been bul- 
lied a voice and a chance ,to 
receive support from others 
who have been in the same 
shoes, Ignorance will not allevi 
ate the problem, nor will stat- 
ing that it is a “phase” or “just 
what kids do,” 

According to Rachel Sim, 
mons, author of two books on 
girl bullying and someone whg 
has been both the bully and on 
the receiving end, “the hardest 
thing_in the world is to get 
somebody to say, ‘No, I am not 
going to go along with this 
{bullyimgl.’ It’s the hardest 


thing because lots of girls [and 
boys} relate conflicts with 
everyone abandoning them 
They believe if they stand up to 
somebody they're going to lose 
all of their friends. Unfortu 
nately, some kids are just not 
going to do that. And no 
amount of good parenting or 
teacher supervision is going to 
make that okay for a kid to do.”

For those using pri- 
vate boats a marina is avail- 
able and the docking fees vary 
per size of the boat. 

According to visitor infor- 
mation, “The Spectacle Island 
visitor center demonstrates 
renewable energy, oriented 
with a roofline facing south so 
a solar electric (photo voltaic) 
system could be installed with 
maximum solar gain. These 
photo voltaic panels produce 
enough energy to keep a small 
fleet of electric vehicles opera- 
tional on the island as well as 
to send clean electricity to the 
utility power grid for use 
throughout the area.”

According to the official his- 
tory, “Spectacle Island was cre- 
ated by massive glaciers that 
engulfed present-day New 
England during the last Ice 
Age. We know that people 
began living on Spectacle 
Island over a millennium ago, 
utilizing the abundant 
resources of aquatic life and 
shellfish nearby for their sur- 
vival. The island's name was 
inspired by the shape of two 
glacial drumlins or hills, con- 
nected by a sand bar, which 
resembled a pair of spectacles 
to early European explorers. 

After the arrival of English 
colonists in Boston Harbor dur- 
ing the 1600s Spectacle Island 
was used for a variety of pur- 
poses. The first Bostonians 
began harvesting lumber for 
firewood and shipbuilding on 
islands in the harbor, In 1717, a 
makeshift quarantine station 
was built on Spectacle Island in 
an attempt to prevent the 
spread of disease in Boston, 
including the dreaded small- 
pox. Two summer resorts 
opened on Spectacle during the 
1840s and became infamous for 
hosting gambling and other 
illicit activities until the hotels 
were closed by local authorities 
some years later. 

In 1857, Mr. Nahum Ward 
built a horse-rendering plant 
on the island. Two range-light- 
houses were also built on 
Spectacle Island to guide ves- 
sels into the inner harbor. 

In the 1920s, the City of 
Boston began using a section of 
Spectacle Island as a municipal 
garbage dump and grease 
plant. When the dumping 
ended in 1959, more than 30 
acres had been added to the 
island, altering its topography 
forever. 

Beginning in 1992, the 
Central Artery/Tunnel Project 
began to rehabilitate Spectacle 
Island. Over 3 million cubic 
yards of dirt, gravel, and clay 
excavated during the construc- 
tion of the Ted Williams Tunnel 
were used to cap the island, 
and a seawall was built to pre- 
vent the erosion of polluted 
materials into the harbor. In 
addition, 2 to 5 feet of topsoil 
was laid down to allow the 
growth of trees and shrubs. 

When the capping was com- 
plete, Spectacle Island had 
passed through yet another 
metamorphosis, growing to one 
hundred and five acres. 

Other islands that make up 
the National Park are Bumpkin 
Island, Deer Island, Georges 
Island, Grape Island, Little 
Brewster Island, Lovell's 
Island, Peddock's Island, 
Thompson Island, Webb

Americans tend to have an 
optimistic view of retirement 
but a recent poll found that 
many people still have a lot of 
work ahead of them before 
they can leave their jobs.
